I have been assuming 
that if anything in these Policies and Procedures conflicts with 
provisions of the Contract in a manner that we have not understood 
or anticipated, you would make this fact known to us, and that unless 
we hear from you in writing, your acceptance of the Policies and Pro- 
cedures can be assumed.
